AOE MATTHEWS IN DBCATUB 


He Is a Candidate fop Governor— 


Brief Stay in the City. 


Ace Matthews, First Comptroller of 


the United Slates Treasury, on his way 
to Chicago from his home in Pike county, 
by way of the Wabaeh, while waiting 
between trains last night in Deoatur, 
took a run np town for an hour. Owing 
to the lateness of the hour, he only suc- 
ceeded in meeting a few Ducntnr people. 
He was in town long enouf h, however, to 
satisfy those he met that h.» is in the race 
for the nomination for Gcvernor. To a 
representative of the REPUBLICAN he 
said that he has had assurances from all 
parts of the state so favorable as to cause 
him to become n candidate, and that as 
such, he ia now in the state to assure 
them of that fact and do what he can in 
the few days he has to spare from his 
duties at Washington to set the ball roll- 
ing. He said that, in his opinion, there 
would, no doubt, be a number of other 
candidates. He knew that Gov. Fifer is 
a candidate, nnd that by virtue of the in- 
fluence his position gives him, most in 
the nature of things be a formidable can- 
didate, His visit to Chicago is for the 
purpose ot looking up hi 3 friends there 
and sizing up his chances in that great 
metropolis. 


Ace is a jolly, good fellow, and is well 


liked by those with whom he has come 
in contact in the political battles in the 
tate. His campaigning for the party in 
the past has been confined largely to 
Southern Illinois nnd the country west 
of the Illinois river, where he has done 
much work. As a stump speaker, he is 
only excelled in the state by Governor 
Oglesby in ability to get into the soul of 
a crowd and there hold grand festivities 
with good nature. Beyond this he is u 
fine logician, and always leaves great 
truths with the people in a way that 
brings! conviction. 


Ace Matthews was captain of Company 


C, 99th Illinois Infantry, uud was mus- 
tered out in 1865 as colonel of the regi- 
ment. The regiment was under fire 62 
days during the war; it traveled 5900 
miles, and lost a large number of.ofiioeis 
and men in battle. The regiment took a 
prominent part in the assault at Vicks- 
burb on the 22d day of May, 1863, losing 
out of 300 men, 103 killed and wounded. 
In this assinlt both the colonel and 
major were wounded early in the day, 
leaving the command in the bauds of 
Captain A. C. Matthews. 
Under hia 


command the regiment placsd its colors 
tout day on the euemy'd breast-works, 
and stood and defended it until other 
regiments came to its assistance.
